For soveral months Poter Horn-
dyke, & well-known gold-miner of
the San Juan country, has been’
coming-to Durango on weekly visits
buying each time all the beel-hides
he could find, As he took the bides
mountainward, many wondered to
whnt purpose they were being put.
A reporter met Mr., Horndyke and
bluntly asked bim what he was
doing with so many hides.

““Well, now that I have proven
my theory correet, I have no objec-
tion to telling your readers of my
doipgs. You see that all gold-
hunters know that much gold known
as ‘float’ is woashed away contin
uously. To catch this by any means
has always Jlroved impossible, al-
though tried by many differunt
methiods from the tail of sluices and
running streams. Last spring 1
Iuckily thought of a method which
is rapidly waking me & rich man,"

“How do you do it?"* was imme-
dintely asked.

“Why, with hides. It's the sim-
plest thing you ever saw. The
Animas river tributuries come from
the best gold-Learing seclions in the
country. This being the case much
fine or Hower-gold wust pass down
the stream. Up above I arranged
my plans by selecting a point where
the river cuts directly to the bank.
Here I placed s hide on stakes,
allowing the water to skim over it;
the hanir being placed up stream, of
conrse it caught up all the float of
all kinds,  After leaving the hide
in this pesition for & week, 1 took it
out and examined it thoroughly, but
could discover no trace of gold.
Being determined Lo give my experi-
ment a thorough test, I cut up
severnl pieces and burned them in
an old pan. In paoning the nshes 1
was rewarded with over §2 in gold.
Sinee that I have devoted my time
to setting every hide I could buy,
and now 1 have fifty in place at
various points.  On my clean-ups,
which I make on each hide at the
end of two weeks, I realize from 860
to #8900 in pure gold, which I secure
by retorting the ashes of the hides."

THE PATENT MEDICINE TRADE OF
ENCLAND.

The patent medicine trade is a
great and growing one in Ebgland,
During the year 1886 £179,071 were
paid by manufacturers  of these
articles to the Government in the
shape of stamp taxes. In 1865 the
sum paid was only £55,333, and in
1875 it was 8114,323. The quantity
of medicine placed on the market
in the ten years 18705-85 did not
increase so largely ag It did in the
ten years from 1865 to 1875. The
vPall Mall Gazette'' says that as
the value of the stamp or label is
one-eight of the total value of the
article stamped, an approximate
estimate of the total value of the
trade in those goods is possible. On
the basis given, the ahbove journal
suys the expenditure of the people
for this class of medicine has in-
creased in twenty-one years from
8497.007 to £1.611,689.—[Brad-
